The appeal brief is defective for the following reasons:

(2) The Status of Amendments should only list the amendments after the final rejection. 
37 CFR 1.192 states: 

"Status of Amendments: A statement of the status of any amendment filed subsequent to 
the final rejection ". 

The final rejection was mailed March 23, 2004. No amendments were submitted after this 
rejection, so the status of amendments should only state that no amendments were filed. 

The appeal in this application will be dismissed unless corrective action is taken to timely 
submit the brief with the above corrections.
